In my report of 6 February 1967, I noted that the former neigh- 
bora of SERGIO ARCACHA at 10746 LAKE GARDENS, DALLAS, TEXAS, 
were very reluctant and curious as to why I wanted to locate him. 
It was only after w convincing reasons that MRS- ROBERT (BARBARA) 
YOUNG gave me his new address. MRS, CRAV7FGRD was equally curious. 
Both gave the impression they wore protecting him. It is my 
opinion that one or both of these women have since told ARCACHA 
of my visit. 

Recalling his obvious intensive interest in LOISEL and me near 
his residence, 9915 DONEGAL DRIVE, DALLAS, TEXAS, coupled with 
the subsequent news from his former neighbors, ARCACHA may well 
be aware he has been located and is the subject of an investi- 
gation. He might regard us as some of the revolutionaries who 
have good reason to look for him regarding funds he formally 
handled in New Orleans. Or, he might have more accurately 
identified us as investigators. 

Therefore, I am offering the suggestion that some method of 
keeping tab on ARCACHA be instituted. Should he move again, 

I would expect him to be even more difficult to locate.

I mot DAVID FERRIE in early 1960 in a barroom named The Golden 
^ _ •* ! Lantern in the French Quarter, I would see DAVE from time to time 
± ^vu4.* j[ n the same bar and I flew with him in his airplane on several 
j occasions.

One night while drinking in the Golden Lantern, DAVE introduced 
me to CLAY SHAW, I was with CLAY SHAW and DAVE for several hours 
that night which was in Late 1960 or early 1961, From that time on 
I use to see CLAY SHAW on different occasions, you know drinking and 
so forth. One day in late 1 61 or early *62 I received a phone call 
from DAVE and he asked me if 1 would like to take an overnight plane 
trip with him, I said, all right, and then met FERRIE at the airport 
at which time I found out that CLAY SHAW was coming with us. At 
this time I also found out that we were going to Canada to pick some- 
one up. No other explanation was given. While on the trip, CLAY 
SHAW sat in the back of the airplane reading books and slept. SHAW 
also had a brown brief case with him. On the flight we stopped at 
different places to gas up and stretch our legs. We stopped in 
Nashville, Tennessee, Louisville, Kentucky, and Toranado, Canada, 

Our final stop was in Montreal, Canada. FERRIE and myself stayed 
in a hotel overnight. I believe it might have been the Hilton Air 
or something like that. The hotel was located in Dovral which was 
right outside of Montreal. CLAY SHAW disappeared after we landed and 
I did not see him until the next morning which was about 8 o'clock 
when we were ready to leave and come back to Hew Orleans, When SHAW 
arrived at the plane, he had this Mexican or Cuban with him. This 
guy was kind of heavy set, dark complexion, balding in the front, in 
his early 30 1 s or middle SO's. Fie sat in the back of the airplane 
with SHAW arid spoke only to SHAW in broken English. The airplane 
that we used was a Cessna 172 which I believed belonged to a friend 
of FERRIE * s . Vtfc bought our gas with a Gulf credit card which FERRIE 
had. When we got back to the Lakefront Airport, X got into my auto- 
mobile and FERRIE and SHAW and the other guy got into another auto- 
mobile and left- ’ 


About a month or two later 1 got another phone call from FERRIE 
asking me if I wanted to make the return trip with him to Canada, 
but 1 told him no. 


X have seen SHAW on different occasions in barrooms and at the 
International Trade Mart up until the time that the District Attorney's 
office started their investigation. I have heard other people intro- 
duce CLAY SHAW as CLAY BERTRAND, but he has never been introduced to

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X would also like to state that about two or three weeks after 
DAVE FERRIS died X got a phone call from JACK HELMS who was formerly 
with the Federal Government and later connected with the Klu Klux 
Klan asking me if I would take a ride with him by FERRIE 1 s house to 
pick up some papers. X said, yes, and a short while later ho picked 
mo up at my house in a 1966 white Chevrolet. We drove to FERRIE 's 
house and parked a little way down the block. _ JACK got out of the 
automobile wis*h a flashlight and it appeared that he went around the 
back of the house or into the back yard. A short while later he came 
back with a black briefcase and got into the automobile at which time 
we drove off. Later X believe that the contents of this briefcase were 
put into a safety deposit box in the Rank of Louisiana. Later I 
believe that these papers were removed from the Bank of Louisiana and 
put into a big black box in St. Bernard Parish which belonged to the 
Klan, The fellow who kept this box is called OTTO. I do not know him 
by any other name. I believe that these papers were then removed from 
this black box, but I don't know where they were removed to. I did 
manage to got some papers from this black box, but they pertained to 
the Klan, and I turned these papers to CLEMENT HOOD, an FBI Agent I 
was working for. I also had contact with CIA Agents. Their names 
being STEINMEYER, who has ^ sinceTSeeiT transferred” to Texas, and NAT 
BROWN who is still in New Orleans and another guy by the name of RED, 
last name unknown, 1 used to have meetings with the Agents in different 
motel rooms where I would give them reports, pictures, recordings, etc,, 
and would also receive my pay check or cash which I would sign a 
vouchor for and would also receive further instructions. They would 
mail different things to me at my post office box number which is 
701^30252, Lafayette Street Branch. 






Several months ago RICK TOWNLEY with WDStr called me and told me 
that he had information that I had tape recordings that someone wanted 
to buy from me, X asked him how he had found out that I had them and 
he said that didn't matter. He asked me if I would meet him some 
place and I told him yes, to come over to my house. He said, no, he 
wouldn* t do that, that i t would have to be some public place. So X 
met him in the Kopper Kitchen on Tulano Avenue. After we talked for 
a while I went home and put on a suit and we went down to WDSU, When 
we got to WDSU, TOWNLBY called WALTER SHERIDAN in New York and I sat 
there while TOWNEE Y talked to SHERIDAN. After TOWEL EY hund up he 
said that SHERIDAN would be in town the following morning. TOWNLEY 
asked me what I wanted for the tapes that I had, and I told him $500. 
The next morning they gave me the $500 for the tapes and asked me if 
I would do a film for WDSU consisting of what I know about the Cubans, 
FERRIE, SHAW , etc. The tape that I sold them contained some informa- 
tion about the Klan and other information about the papers that were 
picked up at FERRIE *s house. WALTER SHERIDAN is the one who gave me 
the $500 Cor the tapes. This $500 was in a sealed envelope and was 
all one hundred dollar bills. This was given to me in an office in 
in WDSU which was located by their newsroom. We then went \ipstairs 
and they locked the doors and placed a guard on the door and started 
asking questions und taking pictures of me. I even remember that 
there was a man from Sweden who was talking to the cameramen and they 
asked him to leave. They asked me questions such as. Do I know CLAY 
SHAW: Did I ever fly with CLAY SHAW and DAVID FERRIE; If I knew GENE 
DAVIS, which 1 told them that I knew GENE DAVIS very well because he 
was a personal friend of mine; If I knew GORDON NOVEL: If 1 ever 
worked for the FBI, CIA, to which questions I said, yes of which 
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ques Lions WALTER SHERIDAN said he had already known that I would 
say yes to. r was then told to say that I didn’t know anything 
that would Ip* Ip Garrison in his investigation and this Weis also 
i put on film. I don't remember eve rything t hat he told me t o sav bu t 
lie did tell jn.i hoT go to Can ada . He also said that he would edit and 
cut the films after I was gone. He also said that they would get me 
an attorney • 1 needed one. I told SHERIDAN And TOWNLEY not to re- 
lease this fi ’m if they were going to cut any part of it. They said 
that when I g»t to Canada they would call mo and ask if it could 
be released. They called my wife later and asked her if she would 
let them rel .-so it and she also told them no. I understand that 
this film has been cut and released. 


MR. IIOOD told me not to get involved with the District Attorney’s 
Office and if the District Attorney's Office tried to subpoena me, 
that he would take care of it. MR. HOOD told me to give all the 
cooperation necessary that WALTER SHERIDAN required. SHERIDAN and 
TOWNLEY also told me not to talk with the District Attorney's Office' 
and to call them right av/ay so they could get an attorney for me. 

That is about all I can remember at this time.

I met DAVID FERRIE in early I960 in a barroom named The Golden 
Lantern in the French Quarter. I would see DAVE from time to time 
in the same bar and I flew with him in his airplane on several 
occasions .

One night while drinking in the Golden Lantern, DAVE introduced 
me to CLAY SI JAW. I was with CLAY SHAW and DAVE for several hours 
that night whieli was in Late 1960 or early 1961- From that time on 
I use to see CIA 7 SHAW on different occasions, you know drinking and 
so forth. One day in late *61 or early '62 I received a phone call 
from DAVE and he asked me if 1 would like to take an overnight plane 
trip with him. X said, all right, and then met FERRIE at the airport 
at which time I found out that CLAY SHAW was coming with us_ At 
this time I also found out that we were going to Canada to pick some- 
one up. No other explanation was given. While on the trip, CLAY 
SHAW sat in the back of the airplane reading books and slept. SHAW 
also had a brown brief case with him. On the flight we stopped at 
different places to gas up and stretch our legs. We stopped in 
Nasliville, Tennessee, Louisville, Kentucky, and Toranado, Canada* 

Our final stop was in Montreal, Canada, FERRIE and myself stayed 
in a hotel overnight. I believe it might have been the Hilton Air 
or something like that. The hotel ivas located in Dovral which was 
right outside of Montreal. CLAY SHAW disappeared after we landed and 
I did not see him until the next morning which was about S o'clock 
when we were ready to leave and come back to New Orleans* When SHAW 
arrived at the plane, he had this Mexican or Cuban with him, This 
guy was kind of heavy set, dark complexion, balding in the front, in 
his early 30’ s or middle 3 0 He sat in the back of the airplane 
with SHAW and spoke only to SHAW in broken English. The airplane 
that we used was a Cessna 172 which 1 believed belonged to a friend 
of FERRIE 1 s _ Wo bought our gas with a Gulf credit card which FERRIE 
had. When wo got back to the Lake front Airport, I got Into my auto- 
mobile and FERRIE and SHAW and the other guy got into another auto- 
mobile and left. 


About a month or two later I got another phono call from FERRIE 
asking me If I wanted to make the return trip with him to Canada, 
but 1 told him no.

I would also like to state that about two or three weeks after 
DAVE FERR IE died 1 got a phone call from JACK HELMS who was formerly 
with the Federal Government and later connected with the Klu Klux 
Klan asking wa if 1 would take a ride with him by FERR IE r s house to 
pick up some p ipers. I said, yes , and a short while later ho picked 
me up at my h.iuse in a 1966 white Chevrolet. We drove to FERR IE 1 s 
house and pa : d a l ittle way down the block. * JACK got out of the 

automobile with t\ flashlight and it appeared that he wont around the 
back of the b -use or into the back yard, A short while later ho came 
back with a bEack briefcase and got into the automobile at which time 
we drove off- Later X believe that the contents of this briefcase %^ere 
put into a safety deposit box in the Bank of Louisiana. Later I 
believe that those papers were removed from the Bank of Louisiana and 
put into a big black box in St. Bernard Parish which belonged to the 
Klan. The fellow who kept this box is called OTTO. 1 do not know him 
by any other name. I believe that these papers were then removed from 
this black box, but T don 1 *: know where they were removed to. 1 did 
manage to get same papers from this black box, but they pertained to 
the Klan, and I turned these papers to CLEMENT HOOD, an FBI Agent 1 
was working for.

going to whistle on my former friends* I thought I was convinced by 
them that I was doing a proper job and they kicked me down so, I 
blew out of there and came to California and that was in 1961 , the 
day they were holding the hearing* They didn't want me around appa- 
rently, so here in 1962 , I joined up with a bunch of anti-Castro people 
Cubans, Americans and others* And then I found my way into circles 
'of the political right, you see, who were very effective in trying to 
do away with Castro, At least they were talking about it. That's 
all they did was talk about it* Believe me, I bought the right wing 
line of thing and I am not against them right now, as a matter of fact, 
except that I found out a lot of things that horrified me; X peddled 
their line for them, because I thought in turn that they were going 
to help us get rid of Castro, They were anti-communist, anti -Castro 
and all that stuff and I hated Castro, because what the communist 
were doing embarrassed me,, made a fool out of me and wasted all my 
efforts , so X was going to get even * So this right wing thing was the 
way to do it. and I swallowed it* I thought it was a great idea; the 
Americanism, patriotism and all that stuff* As time went on and as 
I look back I didn't know it at that time, it was always the anti- 
cunity bit; (he's a dirty communist, and this and that^and I figured 
it was just a bunch of hog wash and 1*11 go along with the people just 
to get action against Castro.

On 25 February 1967, James Alcock and I flew to 
Dallas, Texas to interview SERGIO ARC ACHA-SM I TB and conduct other 
business relating to the current special investigation. 

After our arrival in Dallas, Alcock telephone the 
residence of ARCACHA- SMITH- He was told by MRS* ARCACHA-SMITH 
"just a minute” and when she returned to the phone she asked 
Alcock to call back in one hour. At 5i00 P,M, Alcock called 
again and MRS. ARCACHA said her husband was not there and was 
with the District Attorney of Dallas and had expressed his desire 
to meet in a group with this District Attorney- On both calls 
Alcock identified himself. He had previously spoken with ARCACHA 
who expected to hear from us on this date. 

At 9:30 P*M. this same date, a third call was made 
and a man answered the phone and identified himself to Alcock as 
Detective Rodgers of the Dallas Police Department. He said 
ARCACHA was present but preferred to be interviewed in police 
Headquarters and wa were asked to meet them there in Room 316 . 

At 10:00 P ,M , we arrived in Room 316- ARCACHA 
arrived at 10:20 P,M, accompanied by Detectives Rodgers and 
Burnley- We were then taken to a conference room on the same 
floor and exchanged identification. Alcock explained our presenc 
was to have ARCACHA identify certain persons and give us back- 
ground information, ARCACHA said "Q.K. shoot", 

Alcock said we could not talk in the presence of 
others except an attorney if ARCACHA wanted one present- ARCACHA 
said this was the only way he would talk to us - in front of 
these detectives- I then said we might as well go as we could 
not conduct an interview under these conditions and again 
reminded ARCACHA his attorney could be present. 

ARCACHA then addressed me and said someone had 
been looking for him displaying identification similar to that 
which I had displayed- ARCACHA shook his finger at me and was 
visibly nervous and excited.

I asked ARCACHA why he needed police protection 
which was the reason the detectives gave for "being with him. I 
asked if he thought he needed police protection from the District 
Attorney of Mew Orleans and he made no comment-. X then asked 
the detectives if ARCACHA needed protection from anyone and if 
he had been threatened or feared he would be harmed, I then 
said the District Attorney of New Orleans would assist in finish- 
ing such protection if it were needed. There was no comment from 
anyone - 

Detective Burnley then stated they had told ARCACEA 
he would be arrested if we had a warrant. For this we expressed 
our gratitude. We explained we had no warrant and had not come 
to Dallas to arrest ARCACHA but were here simply to interview 
him adding that should it be necessary we would get a warrant. 

At this point Detective Rodgers sarcastically asked, "And who 
do you think would serve that warrant?" I then asked Rodgers, 

"Are you saying you wouldn't?" Rodgers then repeated his 
question and I repeated mine. Detective Burnley then interrupted 
as if recognising Rodgers’ mistake. 

ARCACHA was again informed no one but his attorney 
could be present. He said he could arrange for this on Monday 
(three days hence) but could not remember his own attorney's name. 
Detective Rodgers then said the attorney's name was Alexander. 

Alcock asked ARCACHA if this was his attorney and Burnley and 
Rodgers both spoke up and admitted Alexander was the First 
Assistant District Attorny of Dallas county, Alcock then said 
we could not consent to this. Alcock and I explained this was 
a confidential matter and it should be understood we had no 
intention of revealing any part of this to anyone and trusted 
they, as police officers, should understand this better them 
anyone . . :

Alcock and I then walked out of the conference room 
and ARCACHA, Burnley and Rodgers followed us into the hallway. 

The detectives then said the press room was close by and asked 
that we return to the conference room* Wc returned there only 
to ask that our feelings not be construed as rudeness and then 
Alcock and I departed.

On Sunday, December 3, 1967, I spoke to 
AD CLARK at Dixieland Hall , and asked him about his state-* 
rnent to HAROLD WEISBERG that he had seen DEAN ANDREWS 
talking to LEE HARVEY OSWALD. 

CLARK stated that when he saw OSWALD on 
television after the assassination his immediate reaction 
was that he had seen him before. After thinking about it 
he came to the conclusion that he had seen OSWALD with 
ANDREWS. ANDREWS, CLARK recollects, was in the habit of 
bringing his friends into the back door of Dixieland Hall, 
and he believes he saw ANDREWS and OSWALD sitting together 
in the patio right behind Dixieland Hall. 

CLARK said he did not mention this before 
because he thought it was common knowledge . that ANDREWS 
knew OSWALD, and he didn't think it was important. ANDREWS 
had always told him that he knew OSWALD , and therefore he 
attached no significance to it. 

CLARK did not see OSWALD on television in 
New Orleans when he passed out leaflets in front of the 
Trade Mart.

Upon further conversation with JS, it was 
learned that while JS was employed at Dixie's Bar of Music 
when it was the biggest and most prominent "gav" bar in the 
City, he had occasion to meet LEE HARVEY OSWALD who used to 
hang around Dixie's and seemed to want to associate with 
the gay guys . JS remembers him due to the fact that many 
times he had to run him out of Dixie's because he was under 
age and prohibited by law from going into bars. JS says 
that he cannot say what OSWALD 1 s relationship or intentions 
were in regards to the gay people who were there. He could 
not say that he had ever seen him associate with any particular 
people . 


It should be noted that CLAY SHAW was a frequent 
visitor to Dixie's Bar of Music 4 , and therefore the possibility 
exists that they could have met at this time. in the same 
vein, SHAW was a frequent visitor to Pat O'Brien's which at 
one time had a side bar which catered almost exclusively to 
gay people. That particular bar has since been remodeled 
and the gay people have gone on to greener pastures.

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vices Committee. made slight secret of 
his disenchantment with the com- 
mission's report and encouraged private 
investigators to challenge its findings. “J 
never believed that he [Oswald] did if 
without any consultation or encourage- 
ment whatsoever." Russell said in 1970. 
"Too many things caused me to doubt 
that he planned it alt by himself." And 
then there were the witnesses to the as- 
sassination itself. Fifty-two of them insist- 
ed that at least some of the shots that 
killed President Kennedy came from in 
front of him. from the direction of the in- 
famous grassy knoll. The commission dis- 
counted all of the mu 

Small wonder, then, that the com- 
mission's report proved a breeding 
ground for skeptics. In the years imme- 
diately following the assassination, 26 
books and dozens of articles, some of 
them serious, some simply scurrilous, 
challenged the finding that Oswald acted 
alone or, in the opinion of many of the 
doubters— including Mark Lane and: Syl- 
via Meagher, author of the seminal 
Accessories After the fact — at all. By 
1967, the holes in the Warren Com- 
mission report had become so numerous 
and obvious, and the public furor about 
them so great, that several congressmen 
were demanding a new investigation. 
Then, another one of those coincidences. 
In New Orleans a district attorney named 
Jim Garrison, a figure of large ambition 
and unsavory reputation, indicted Clay 
Shaw, director of the New Orleans Trade 
Mart, for conspiracy to murder John Ken- 
nedy. Garrison claimed that Shaw was the 
ringleader of a Cl A cabal. He proved only 
that Clay was a devotee of kinky homo- 
sexuality. After a ludicrous trial, in which 
Garrison made almost no attempt to pro- 
duce evidence, Shaw was acquitted. Sub- 
sequently, Shaw died and Garrison was 
driven from office. The Warren Com- 
mission's critics were scattered in dis- 
array. 

Now the critics have returned, 
stronger than before. Armed with sophis- 


ticated new technology and a raft of Free- 
dom of Information lawsuits, they have 
uncovered additional evidence pointing 
to the existence of a conspiracy ~ a con- 
spiracy in which Lee Harvey Oswald was 
not involved, if indeed there ever was a 
Lee Harvey Oswald. Within the last few 
months. Congressman Henry Gonzalez, a 
Democrat from San Antonio, has intro- 
duced a resolution calling for a congres- 
sional investigation of the assassination. 
A petition backing it has col tec ted more 
than 2 SO ,000 signatures on the West 
Coast alone. A bootlegged copy of the 
long-suppressed Zaprudcr film, showing 
President Kennedy being driven violently 
backward by a shot that rips off the top of 
his head, has been shown on national tele- 
vision twice. Perhaps most significant of 
all, the Justice Department, according to 
reliable sources, has very quietly begun a 
high-level, internal review of Oswalds 
background. In the past, rumors have cir- 
culated that Oswald was an agent of one 
or more intelligence agencies, perhaps in- 
cluding the FBI. Now, the rumors arc tak- 
ing on some subst ance. 

Much of the evidence that is being 
gone over today is precisely the same 
ground that the critics went over a de- 
cade ago, What has changed is belief. 
The strongest selling point of the Warren 
Commission is not what it said but the 
people who said it: some of the most re- 
spected men in the land, among them the 
chief justice of the United States, two di- 
rectors of the Cl A and a man who a de- 
Cade later would assume the presidency, 
Gerald R, Ford. If a senior public figure 
stated something in J964. there was a ten- 
dency to tate him at his word. In the af- 
termath of Watergate and Vietnam, few 
people are prepared to believe anything 
that comes out of Washington, fn a sense, 
that is part of the problem. As Mark 
Lane, who has returned to investigating 
the assassination after sojourns into Viet 
nam protests and Indian rights struggles, 
puts it: “It's not a question any longer of 
persuading people to disbelieve the War- 


ren Commission report. They are ready 
to bejieve almost any explanation, how- 
ever crazy. as long as it doesn't come 
from the government ” 

The proposition that Oswald 
wasn't acting alone has always seemed a 
little crazy. Because, if he wasn't, then 
there must have been a conspiracy, a 
word that does not go down easily among 
many Americans. And. if there was a con- 
spiracy. then there must have been an ef- 
fort to cover it up. an effort so monu- 
mental that it would have had to include 
the Dallas police, the CIA. the Secret Ser- 
vice, the FBI and. yes. possibly the Presi- 
dent of the United States. Ten years ago, 
that was a little hard to swallow. Even 
now, it is a story one would rather not be- 
lieve, But there arc the questions that 
wotfi go away. And there is Watergate: a 
conspiracy involving the CIA. the FBI, 
the Department of Justice and. yes, the 
President of the United States, Suddenly, 
it becomes possible. 

The commission and the critics 

Impossible, said the commission, 
from Lhe moment it began its work. Con- 
spiracy was the one thing the commission 
did not want to hear, much less discover, 
Earl Warren, who had accepted the chair- 
manship of the commission only after 
considerable arm-twisting from President 
Johnson, made it dear at the first, secret 
staff meeting of the commission that hSs 
mission and theirs wus more political 
than investigatory. He had taken the job. 
Warren told the commission, because the 
President had convinced him that if 
rumors about a conspiracy were not 
squelched, it could conceivably lead the 
country into war. As Melvin Eisenberg, a 
commission lawyer, later recalled the 
chief justice's charge in a memo, "He 
placed emphasis on quenching rumors, 
and precluding further speculation such 
as that which has surrounded the death of 
Lincoln," 

Thus, under extreme political pres- 
sures. the commission set about its task.

Th best of t be Warren Comm bsion 
critics are as serious as Hoch uml their 
names may well go dortro some day on 
an honor roll of those who cared 
enough to get involved: Vincent Sat 
andria.

Among (he most important critics 
still hard at work and making new con- 
tributions are: 

• Bernard Fensterwald, a successful 
Washington D.C lawyer, who out of 
hh own wcll-habe rdashe red pocket, 
finances the activities of something he 
calls the Committee to Investigate As- 
sassinations, a loose confederation of 
citizens whose worry about the assas- 
sination of two Kennedy* * and a King 
was once signalized by the flag they 
printed on their metered mailings: Wtro 
Is Killing Ou* Leaders? Fensterwald 
helped set up a special assassination 
archive at Georgetown University and 
was the chief honcho for a conference 
at Georgetown on the te nth a nnivena ry 
of JFK's assassination. With attorney | 
James Lesar, he is handling legal ap- 
peals for James Earl Ray, having been 
brought into the Ray case by Harold 
Weisberg. Though Fensterwald has 
avoided entangling his assassination 

, conspiracy theories with the Ray case, 
Weisbcrg says that was the strategy be- 
hind the move to get a new trial for ' 
Ray. “If we walk Ray, then the govern- 
ment will have to find Dr, King's real 
killers." This seems to be the commit- 
tee's basic thrust: to push the govern- 
ment to find the real killers— of JFK, 
MLK, RFK. 

• Dr. Cyril H. Wecht, coroner of 
Allegheny County (Pittsburgh) and di- 
rector of the Institute of Forensic Sci- 
ences at Duquesne University, is the 
first pathologist outside the federal 

f government to examine the assassina- 
tion evidence at the National Archives. 

1 Troiibl e is, he reported i n August 1 972 , 
the president’s brain is missing from 
the medico-legal exhibits at the Ar- 
chives. So are certain important skrh 
sections taken from the point where 
bullets were supposed to have entered 
the scalp and upper back of JFK. So 
sre photos of the sections. Neverthe- 
less, even without the missing materials, 
Dr, Wecht concludes that the physical 
evidence which he has examined 
doesn't support the Warren Commis- 
sion's findings. ' More than one per- 
son," he says, "was involved In the 
shooting of President Kennedy." , 

Wecht says he bases hb conclusion 
on an analysis of the famous single 
bullet (Commission Exhibit 399) 
which the Warren Commission said 
was supposed to have entered the right 
side of "the president’s back, coursed 
throogh the uppermost portions of the i 
thorax and mediastinum and emerged 


just over the knot of the president’s tie 
—then entered the right side of Gov- 
ernor Conn ally’s back (breaking his 
right fifth rib), emerged from his chest, 
shattered a bone in his wrist and en- 
tered his left thigh. After ah this the 
bullet bad only lost two grains Erom 
Jta original weight and, said Wecht, 
the upper two centimeters dl the bullet 
’’show mi grossly visible deformities, 
areas of mutilation, loss of substance 
or any kind of significant scathing.” 
There is one small piece that was re- 
rttoved from the bullet’s jacket by an 
FBI agent "forspectrographic analysis’' 
(which analysis might show that JFK 
and ConnaMy were not hit by the same 
bullet). 

. Furthermore, says Wecht. there was 
vomething strange about the trajectory 
uf that bullet from the sixth floor of the 
Tex a* School Book Depository. El was 
supposed to have been traveling down- 
ward and passing through JFK from 
right to left, ft should, therefore, have 
missed Governor Co an ally completely. 
Under the Warren Commission's hy- 
pothesis the bullet may have made an 
acute angular turn in midair. Wecht 
believes a second assassin may have 
been firing at JFK from the rear, pos- 
sibly even from the front, but he says 
he cannot know for sure until he ex- 
amines the materials that are missing, 

* Robert Groden. a young expert 
in optici from New York City, has 
magnified the central part of each 
frame of the Zapruder film and pro- 
duced whal he calls a reframed copy. 
The result is like a new film of the 
assassination, made through a zoom 
lens, with much of the jiggle removed. 
Now, even more starkly than before, 
to the lay observer at least, it appear* 
that the shot which took off the top 
of the president's head and splattered 
two trailing police motorcycles tame 
from the front. The president’s bead 
clearly snaps back and to the left. Mrs, * 
Kennedy's description of the president 
at that moment was deleted from her 
testimony as published hy the Warren 
Commtsskm, but her actual words, re- 
leased by the Archive in 1972. may be 
significant here: “I was trying to hold 
- hit hair on. But from the front there 
was nothing. I suppose there must have 
bteu. But from the back you could see. 
you know, you were trying to hold his 
hair on and his skull on.' T 

Groden, who reconstituted the Zap- 
ruder film from a pirated copy belong- . 
ing to Time Inc., has had his film shown 
recently on scattered TV stations all 
over the U.S. and Canada, According 

to Groden, his blowup shows not only 
that President Kennedy was killed by 
a shot from the front (and therefore 
from a shot on or near the grassy 
knoll) ; it also shows the rifleman stand- 
ing there on the grassy knoll holding 
the rifle op in the air as the presidential 
car disappears through the railroad 
underpass. 


Interestingly enough, when Groden 
showed this film at Bernard Fccster- 
wald's home in November 1973, nei- 
ther he nor anyone else made any men- 
tion of a rifleman on the knoll. Groden 
■ays it wasn't until January 1974 that 


he started scanning the East 16 frames 
of hit Zapruder film end then began to 
see that what he thought was the wheel 
well of the presidential Lincoln wasn't 
the wheel well at all, but the rifleman — 
■'because the car was moving forward 
end the *wheel well* was moving back- 
ward." 

* David Lifton is an engineering- 
physics graduate of Cornell and a drop- 
out from graduate school at UCLA who 
ought to have three doctorates by now 
in the disciplines he has picked up dur- 
ing ten years of work on the assassina- 
tion; history, political science and his- 


toriography (a study of the way history 
is wriUcnJ- In 1 967 Lifton did a 3Q,<XXJ- 
word analysis (with David Welsh) in 
Ramparts which argued that there were 
three assassins firing in Dealey Plaza on 
November 22 nd, 1963. 

In 1968, shortly after most of the 
transcripts of the Warren Commission 
executive sessions were declassified. Lif- 
ton published them privately as Docu- 
ment Addendum to the Warren Report. 
Lifton has served as a consultant to Dr. 
Cyril Wecht and it was he who pro- 
vided the producers of Executive Ac- 
tion with the documentary record which 


supported that movlt^ attempt to prove 
how several aasascination teams might 
have worked in Dallas, Lifton is a 35- 
year-old bachelor whose Brentwood 
apartment has 22 filing drawers on the 
assassination, 

Lifton has a work ip progress which 
challenges the authenticity of the evi- 
dence on which the Warren Commis- 
sion based its major findings, 

* George O Toole, a former com- 
puter. analyst for the CIA, has turned 
to a new technological tool as an hnpor- 
, lant adjunct in his assassination re. 

I search. The tool h [Conf. on 37] 

[ Coni, from 33 1 something called a 
Psychological Stress Evaluator (PSE), 
a machine which a skilled operator can 
apply to anyone's recorded words and 
tell, by evaluating the stress patterns in 
the speech (seen on the machine s scan- [ 
ners as a series of mountains and val- 
leys), whether that person is telling the 
■truth orlying. 

The PSE presents advantages over 
the old polygraph exam (which is why 
old-time polygraph examiners don’t 
like it).
